Trip to Ukraine 


The trip to Ukraine from March 22 to April 8 could be described only as 
unique. The first thing that becomes evident is the friendliness of the people. 
It was common for people to inquire what country you came from, if you had 
any jeans to sell, what our conditions were like, etc. 


As far as the buildings are concerned, the new buildings look between five 
and ten years old compared to some of Edmonton’s. The lifestyle is more or 
less at a fast pace. Most of the shopping is done daily although they claim 
that food prices for basic needs have changed very little in the past thirty 
years, The rentals of apartments would appear to be cheap, approximately 
twenty rubles ($40) per month, but this represents twenty per cent of their 
monthly income. Private quarters are more expensive and very difficult to 
aquire. Education is important, as one in every three persons goes to school. 
If you do not continue education after grade ten, their highest grade in high 
school, you must enter the armed forces for two years. No wonder the drop 
out rate is so low. 


In a summary, the trip as a whole was excellent and if you are looking for a 
unique vacation, travel to Ukraine.
